Dear Mi', Revercomb: 



VJhen we had our brief visit on the Miller case on April 3rd 
and you agreed to look into the natter personally, I had the improsaion that 
you woxild have some response within a natter of wocks to ray request for an 
opportunity to present my case to unbiased attorneys or investigators. Almost 
three months have now passed without any word from your office. 



1 have no desire to contribute to a precipitous or superficial 
reviexT of the matter rad I realize that you ore ejAremaly busy. On the other 
hand, the trial date (October 13th) is rapidly approaching. As each day passes, 
anxieties increase and commitments harden. Moreover, 1 have held in abeyrace 
all other efforts to get a hearing, pending your review of the matter, and I 
cannot in conscience continue to do so indefinitgly without some indication 
that my letters are being read and that come review is underway. 



Experience in this case leads me to suspect that doubts have been 
cast on my integrity, veracity, or Judgment by the same people who passed on 
the case in the previous administration. This leads me to fear that once again 
my requests for on opjjortunity to prove my assertions will be rejected on 
undisclosed grounds. If this is to he yoxur ultimate decision, then I would 
like to have it now, so that I may quit wasting your time and mine. I urgo you 
to consider a few things , however , before you permit yourself to be persiuided 
that such is the proper course. First, no one has ever disproved any assertion 
of fact which I have made in the course of this case. Many of my claims have 
been scoffed at, only to become undisputable later -on. One of my claims is 
that the crime was committed not by James Hiller but by Salvatore Giglioyo^^ - 
Anthony DiPaoqua, Rosario IppoUto, and Mario Watollzio. I era prove that claim 
to the satisfaction of any reasonably unbiaced rad intelligent person who will 
devote the time and effort to consider the evidence. If I am right, what does 
this mean, apart from the fact that an Innocent mra has been put .through five 
years of torture? It means that had the Government properly investigated this 
case, rad taken seriously the claims and the evidence preferred in Miller's 
behalf in the men who wore iir^iorting approximately half -of the nation” s 

heroin supply in 1963, rad presumably for quite a long tina thereafter, would 
have been arrested rad their smuggling stopped. If I om right, then there is. 






An announcement in the «cv York Times of June I6, relative to a new federal- 
otate-city strike forco on narcotics, states that the nation's heroin addict 
consume 2000 kilos of heroin annually — rougMy hOOO pounds. The Cotroni 
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as 1 have claiEied, oonethinc seriously urocg with the lav enforcement 
machinery which investigates end prosecutes ssiuggling cases in this country. 

It is precisely because the imiilications of my claiius are eo painful, I believe 
tliat I have never had n heorins and that the Miller case proceeds to trial with 
the Government in the embarrasslnc position of virtually defending the country's 
major heroin importers. 

The offer of full disclosure and full cooperation which I made 
in previous letters still stands. I uiU also submit to a polygraph examination 
conducted by Govenment experts. Hr. Miller end all other defense witnesses , 
vrlth or without a prior agreement on the admissibility of the results. All I 
ask is the opportunity to take an uncoomiltted , coai>etent lawyer through all 
the evidence in the cose, at a pace wiiich assures comprehension. I am unable 
to see how any Department of Goverment which is interested either in law 
enforcement or Justice, much less both, can regard my tender as one which 
should be passed up.

gi*oup involved in the Miller case imported about 310 pounds in a period of 
ten weeks, as shown in tJio record of the first Miller trial. That is an 
annual rate of approximately I600 pouada. Assuming that a country which 
consumed liOOO pounds of heroin in 19^59 consumed only 3200 in 1963, Ciglio, 
DiPosqua, ot ol. were importing at a rate sufficient to supply half the 
nation's addicts. <
